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99 Bullets and a Neighborhood of Victims 


With the latest fatal shooting of a19-year-old man, distrust widens between the Mission and SFPD.

César Chavez Elementary School 
was a sadly fitting space to hold a town 
hall meeting about a dead young man. As 
more than 250 Mission District commu- 
nity members entered the school’s gym- 
nasium Monday night to learn exactly 
how Jesus Adolfo Delgado Duarte, 19, 
had been killed, they passed colorful 
posters drawn by children hanging in the 
hallways. When the victim’s family and 
advocates for police reform and trans- 
parency spoke to the press, they stood in 
front of a sign that simply asked, “What's 
nonfiction?” 

Three years and 11 days earlier, an 
eerily similar scene unfolded at César 
Chavez, when the San Francisco Police 
Department called a town hall in re- 
sponse to the fatal shooting of Amilcar 
Perez Lopez, a 20-year-old Guatemalan 
immigrant. The meetings were pain- 
fully identical: Enraged people asked 
for better translation services, com- 
munity-based policing, and for cops to 
slow down before firing their weapons. 
SFPD was calm and firm, fairly emo- 
tionless in its presentation of facts. 

Each meeting took hours — Duar- 
te’s lasted more than four — as dozens 
of people took the mic, pleading for po- 
lice to do better. It’s been three years, 
and it seems as though nothing had 
changed. 

The story SFPD presented on Mon- 
day evening told the tale of Duarte’s 
last moments. Two individuals, claim- 
ing they’d been victims of an armed 
robbery, flagged down police officers 
shortly after 10:30 p.m. on March 6. 
Duarte was spotted sprinting toward 
a black Honda Civic parked halfway 
down Capp Street between 21st and 
22nd streets. He hopped in the trunk, 
allegedly telling his friends that he 
didn’t want to get caught and be de- 
ported. 

Cops surrounded the car and arrest- 
ed the driver, Victor Navarro-Flores, 
but they failed to take 17-year-old 
Cristina Juarez out of the back seat. 
Body-worn cameras reveal a standoff 
that lasted several minutes, while po- 
lice tried to convince Duarte to exit the 
vehicle. 

When the crowd assembled at the 
town hall saw all 12 clips, which cap- 
tured the incident from several angles, 
obvious problems with SFPD’s reaction 
unfolded. It took three minutes for a 
cop to ask if anyone spoke Spanish, and 
another 30 seconds for a translator to 
start talking to Duarte. Police on the 
scene kept telling him they were going

to shoot him, with one officer even 
prompting the interpreter to tell him 
that “he will get shot if he doesn’t show 
his hands.” 

Duarte fired one shot out of the 
trunk, which apparently hit the as- 
phalt. Police then opened fire, sending 
99 bullets toward the vehicle. Twen- 
ty-five hit Duarte. Countless others 
entered vehicles parked nearby, peo- 
ple’s homes, and even one man’s sofa. 
Despite being inches from the trunk of 
the car, Juarez miraculously survived. 
Duarte did not. 

After the rain of bullets ended, the 
Spanish-speaking translator can be 
heard pleading for police to stop firing 
their guns. 

It took less than 30 minutes for 
SFPD to take a huge step backward in 
repairing its damaged relationship with 
the Mission District, which has seen 
numerous incidents of police violence 


over the past few years — including 
the fatal SFPD shootings of Alex Nieto, 
Perez Lopez, and Luis Gongora Pat. So 
prevalent is this type of police violence 
in the neighborhood that in reporting 
on Duarte’s death, Mission Local noted 
that he “became this year’s first Mission 
District victim of an officer-involved 
shooting, implying that more were on 
their way. 

But the neighborhood has become 
powerfully well-versed in the routines 
of officer-involved shootings. Standing 
next to Duarte’s father, sister, and 
brother, neighborhood activists called 
passionately for reform, highlighting 
over and over that the final five minutes 
of his life were not all he was. 

Ivan Coronado worked closely with 
Duarte during the reopening of the 
Boys and Girls Club at Mission and 21st 
streets. 

“He was one of the first kids in that 





door every morning, and one of the last 
kids to go home,” Coronado said. “Some 
of the first field trips we took were for 
him to walk on the Golden Gate Bridge 
for the first time. To ride a bike for the 
first time. To go on his first college tour. 
He believed in the program so much 
that he convinced his parents he want- 
ed to spend more time there.” 

Roots in the neighborhood ran deep 
for the young man, who grew up there, 
attended John O’Connell High School, 
and worked at a Metro PCS on Mission 
Street. The trauma of loss in this story 
extends beyond just his immediate fam- 
ily to other youth in the Mission who've 
lost a friend. 

Tracy Brown Gallardo has a daughter 
who attended school with Duarte, and 
was in the same social circle. 

“My kid is personally shattered over 
what has happened,” she said. “The kids 
in my community, they don’t have a 
voice right now because they’re so in 
shock. I speak for them now, but be- 
ware, because their voice has awoken. 
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They will be speaking, and they will be 
at the next rally. 

“This is not okay that one of our kid’s 
last words was that he was scared of be- 
ing deported,” Gallardo added. “We are 
the Mission. We are Adolfo. We are all 
one community, we are all one Mission. 
This is our kid, we claim him and every- 
thing about him.” 

Juarez's mother was justifiably furi- 
ous that SFPD didn’t do more to make 
sure her daughter was safe before send- 
ing nearly 100 bullets in her direction. 

“They knew that my daughter was in 
there with them,” she told police. “They 
knew because they asked her to put 
her hands up. They asked her to get out 
but the car was a two-door car, she had 
no chance. If she put one of her hands 
down to open the door, you know you 
guys would have killed her.” 

In the wake of the town hall, the 
criminal justice system will march for- 
ward. Victor Navarro-Flores, 19, will 
appear in court on Friday, represented 
by Chesa Boudin of the Public De- 
fender’s office. He’s been charged with 
second-degree robbery, and is out of jail 
with an ankle bracelet monitoring his 
movements. 

SFPD will release the names of the 
10 officers who fired their weapons by 
the end of this week. 

District Attorney George Gascon will 
determine if charges will be brought 
against them — though it’s unlikely. 
Gascon has yet to bring charges against 
any officer involved in a fatal shooting 
during the past seven years. And as Du- 
arte fired his gun first, the loose defense 
that they all feared for their lives will 
most likely be used to free them from 
any appearance of guilt. More than like- 
ly, all 10 will be back on the streets in 
the coming weeks. 

For Frank Lara, a teacher at César 
Chavez Elementary, that fact alone is 
shocking. 

“I myself am a teacher here,” he 
said. “Whenever some situation affects 
the safety of our kids, you get fired, 
and rightly so because you should not 
endanger our children. But when you 
have a police officer who continually 
kills, gets moved to another depart- 
ment, their profile gets hidden from the 
community, they get put on a desk job 
with a sweet two-week vacation, what 
message are you sending to your own 
department? That you can kill Black 
and brown boys and get away with it.”

a Ballot 


The process to get the ballot to voters has little room for passionate election arguments, but plenty for grammatical discussions and mason Jars.

If the citizens’ committee does 
its job right, just a single, one-sided page 
is needed to understand the measures 
listed on those thick and overwhelming 
ballots that arrive in the mail. 

While in other cities and states 
lawyers and lobbyists condense the 
basic facts of a measure for voters, San 
Francisco has a Ballot Simplification 
Committee that agonizes over every 
last word to make local measures com- 
prehensible. 

Political players know the impor- 
tance of language so they, too, show 
up during the two weeks of meetings 
— especially for controversial measures 
like the police use of tasers. But the 
passion they bring is quickly tamed by 
an equally important factor: grammar. 

“We need a verb,’ declares Scott Pat- 
terson, a broadcast journalist who the 
National Academy of Television Arts 
and Sciences nominated for the organi- 
zation’s designated seat, at a meeting 
in March. 

Committee members were changing 
the original digest provided by the City 
Attorney’s Office, which often has legal 
language and is torn apart. The line 
in question was trying to convey that 
officers would have tasers in holsters 
separate from their firearms. 

With an empty seat usually filled by 
the San Francisco Unified School Dis- 
trict, it’s less clear how well the group is 
adhering to eighth-grade reading levels. 
But the copy editing experience of 
Michele Anderson — who fills the seat 
saved for the Pacific Media Workers 
Guild — kicks in. 

““Carry up tasers’ — that’s really 
awkward,’ Anderson said. “There’s no 
modified antecedent.” 

During these grammar debates, 
Department of Elections clerk Barbara 
Carr often backspaces edits she just 
made. Meanwhile, legislative aides, 
nonprofit attorneys, and taser advo- 
cates look down at their phones, wait- 
ing to say their piece after contributing 
to the dozens of formal letters sent to 
the committee. 

The line in the final digest is eventu- 
ally settled so that the list of taser re- 
quirements includes “Holstering on the 
side of the officer’s body opposite from 
the firearm.” Before the hours-long 
meeting, it read, “Officers would be 
required to carry their CEDs in holsters 
on the opposite side of their body from 
their firearm.” 

The placement of things like semico- 
lons may seem minute, but it can pre- 
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empt misunderstanding in a way that 
voters may not be able to trace. 

“It’s so silly, but those things matter 
because they change the interpreta- 
tion,” says Ashley Raveche, a commit- 
tee member seated by the League of 
Women Voters of San Francisco. “They 
change what the law could mean.” 

Though the Department of Elec- 
tions couldn't provide an exact origin 
date, the Ballot Simplification Com- 
mittee has shaped the digest since the 
1970s. It typically has five volunteer 
members specifically nominated by the 
previously mentioned organizations, 
plus a non-voting member from the 
City Attorney’s Office to keep the legal 
communication accurate. 

Committee Chair Betty Packard — 
another nominee from the National 
Academy of Television Arts and Scienc- 
es — has served on the committee since 
1997, and knows of only a few other 
cities that have established similar com- 
mittees. A 2016 investigation by The 
New York Times even found that election

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officials who write ballot initiatives 
in other states were paid by corporate 
lobbyists. 

“Everytime I read the state hand- 
book, I’m very proud of what I do,” 
Packard says. “Seldom are they totally 
unbiased.” 

The strict shut-out of influence 
outside the legislative text is both a 
strength and weakness of San Fran- 
cisco’s committee. In the instance of 
the taser measure, they are unable to 
provide crucial context that it would 
circumvent policy developed by the San 
Francisco Police Commission — which 
involves extensive community outreach 
on changes like these — and that it 
doesn’t provide a separate funding 
source for the devices. 

As Packard repeatedly told the audi- 
ence, the committee is limited to digest- 
ing what’s in the legislation that would 
be enacted. They receive dozens of let- 
ters with suggestions they mostly can’t 
take, like one from Supervisor Hillary 
Ronen arguing to use the Department of 


Justice term “Electronic Control Weap- 
on” for the devices. 

“There were a lot of emotionally 
charged ballot measures this year,” Ra- 
veche says. “You feel the passion.” 

Besides numbering 12-page doc- 
uments before submitting, Raveche 
suggests keeping the ideas simple and 
working within their parameters. Con- 
cerns about an issue like tasers can be 
addressed using the legislation itself to 
submit specific ideas for alterations. 

The committee’s work is done for 
June, but voters and political players 
engage in the process for the November 
election with ideas — and they’re fully 
prepared to have passionate pleas on the 
cutting room floor. 

“We consider ourselves a success 
when no one leaves happy,’ Packard 
says. 


Though San Francisco is often 
the site of colorful civic engagement and 
activism, the formal letter designation 
looked more like a setup for Parks and Rec- 
reation. 

With three large mason jars on a 
six-person table next to the Department 
of Elections’ busy front desk, June ballot 
measures were officially designated their 
letters on Monday. Of the four witness- 
es who attended, one was not affiliated 
with any media outlets — but with so 
few, all helped select strips of paper with 
ballot titles from the jars. 

As recently as 2016, Department 
of Elections physically cut the letters 
from printed paper and glued them to 
an easel. Now, a livestream captures 
Campaign Services Assistant Manager 
Matthew Selby cutting, pasting, and 
formatting the titles using Microsoft 
Powerpoint, and in real time — but still 
a few feet away from the office printer. 

Of course, that’s after Campaign 
Services Manager Greg Slocum carefully 
holds each slip up to the camera before 
he folds it, attaches a paper clip, and 
drops it in the mason jar that he shakes 
around for attendees to choose from. 

Elections with more measures — like 
November 2016's grueling 26 — attract 
more parties to the letter designation, 
Selby says. Protest of a chosen letter 
usually comes when a measure ends up 
with W or X and ends up toward the 
bottom of the ballot. 

Allen Jones — who gathered signa- 
tures for what is now Proposition I — 
was the only proponent of a measure to 
attend. The measure to set policy against 
relocating sports teams like the Golden 
State Warriors is the first Jones has put 
forward. He praises the department for 
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going above and beyond in helping him 
through the process. 

“T could not be more proud of the 
Department of Elections,” Allen says. “I 
could not say the same about City Hall, 
though.” 

The political machine that revolves 
around City Hall has been whirring for 
months, but assigned letters allow for 
campaigns around measures to stick 
with voters. After all, “Yes on Prop E” 
pamphlets hitting doorsteps are less 
likely to be recycled than “Yes on Pro- 
hibiting Tobacco Retailers from Selling 
Flavored Tobacco Products,” which the 
Board of Supervisors already approved. 

Though the Department of Elections 
swiftly updated the measures online, 
calls came to its front desk asking for 
the designated letters minutes after 
they were finalized. Here’s how they 
shook out:

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Calitornia Governor’s Race 
Heats up Ahead of Primary 








With June's impending election, we take a closer look at the frontrunners for California's next governor. 


Two front runnersfor the California 
governors race are former mayors:

The race for California’s next governor 
is in full swing, but it’s only growing more unpre- 
dictable as we inch closer to the June 5 primary. 
The frontrunner, still, is Lieutenant Governor 
and former San Francisco mayor Gavin New- 
som, but a February poll by the Public Policy In- 
stitute of California shows that former Los 
Angeles mayor Antonio Villaraigosa is hot on 
his heels, climbing within two percentage 
points behind Newsom’s 23-percent figure. 
However, the same poll indicates 24 per- 
cent of voters are undecided or otherwise 
unsure of who to vote for, so it’s safe to as- 
sume many Californians are still a little hazy 
with our gubernatorial candidates’ platforms 
and history. With nearly two dozen declared 
candidates from the two major parties alone, 
it is also overwhelming to sort through every 
single one. But with less than three months 
until California decides their “top two” candi- 
dates to send on the November ballot, there 
are only six candidates with any plausible 
chance of winning the California governor- 


ship. 


Gavin Newsom (D) — Although the Lieu- 
tenant Governor is the frontrunner, he’s 
tried before. Newsom initially ran for gover- 
nor in 2010, but dropped out after eventual 
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winner Jerry Brown entered the race. New- 
som was the first to announce his candidacy 
for governor in November 2015, despite the 
fact that the election wouldn't be held for 
three more years. His platform includes bud- 
get increases for public education and the adop- 
tion of a statewide universal-healthcare bill. 


Antonio Villaraigosa (D) — Mayor of Los 
Angeles from 2005 to 2013 and speaker 

of the state assembly from 1998 to 2000, 
Villaraigosa claims his campaign is aimed 

at middle-class Californians who feel left 
behind in the state’s “new economy.” He suc- 
cessfully guided L.A. through an economic 
downturn, revitalizing the city’s public trans- 
portation system and lowering crime during 
his two terms as mayor. Spending increases 
in public education and improvements to 
transportation infrastructure are also a core 
part of his platform. 


John Chiang (D) — This is a name most 
voters will recognize from previous state 
elections, as Chiang served two terms as 
state controller before being elected state 
treasurer in 2014. Chiang spent his early life 
in Chicago and New York before moving to 
California after obtaining a law degree. As 
controller, he made headlines in 2011 for 
docking state legislators’ pay after they failed 


to pass a balanced budget on time. Chiang’s 
platform relies on his accomplishments as 
state treasurer and controller, focusing on 
ideas for economic stimulation and growth 
for California. 


Delaine Eastin (D) — Eastin served as 
California’s superintendent for public in- 
struction from 1995 to 2003, still the only 
woman in California history to have done 
so. Due to this, Eastin’s platform heavily 
revolves around public education reform 
and spending. She credits her success as 
superintendent under two governors from 
different parties as proof that she has what 
it takes to lead California in the Trump 
era. Eastin claims to represent the more 
progressive side of the spectrum, claiming 
the Democratic Party needs to “stop being 
short-term reactionaries.” 


John Cox (R) — Born and raised in Chi- 
cago, John Cox has spent most of his 
professional career in Illinois — until he an- 
nounced his run for California’s governor- 
ship. Cox has few endorsements from state 
officials or politicians, but as he is pouring 
millions of dollars of his own money into 
his campaign, he seems to be doing fine. Cox 
made headlines in 2015 when he proposed 
a ballot initiative that would have required 
California legislators to wear logos of their 10 
biggest political donors when advocating for 
policies on the senate or assembly floor. 


Travis Allen (R) — Outspoken state assem- 
blyman Travis Allen appears to be the favorite 
for California Republicans, as he is the only 
gubernatorial candidate who speaks agreeably 
on issues that are important for conserva- 
tive Californians. Allen’s campaign platform 
shares many of the same values we see from 
the GOP: tax cuts, tough-on-crime policies, 
and charter schools. This all sounds great for 
conservatives, but allegations of Allen’s pre- 
vious sexual misconduct may (or may not) be 
the nail in the coffin for his campaign. 


With 12 weeks to go until the primary, all 
candidates are in full campaign mode, un- 
afraid to take shots at each other’s credibility. 
The final decision remains with California 
voters, who will choose the top two candi- 
dates to pit against each other in the Novem- 
ber election.

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Convicted Arsonist 
Charged With Lighting 
Homeless Manon Fire 


David Diaz first made headlines in 2011, 
when he burned a body in Buena Vista Park.

A serial arsonist who’s been convicted of 
multiple felonies was arrested last week on a slew of new 
charges, including attempted murder, assault with a 
deadly weapon, and arson. 

Police arrested David Munoz Diaz, 28, at 1080 
Folsom St. on March 8, after investigating a crime 
that took place several weeks earlier. On Feb. 19, sur- 
veillance cameras captured a man lighting the sleeve 
of a homeless man on fire as he slept in a doorway. 
Passersby woke the man and extinguished the blaze 
before he suffered serious injury. 

While Diaz has yet to be convicted of the assault, 
his criminal history is filled with fiery incidents. 

He was arrested in 2011 after lighting the body of 
23-year-old Freddy Roberto Canul-Arguello on fire in 
a recycling bin, after a consensual sexual strangula- 
tion allegedly went wrong. Diaz claimed he panicked, 
and burned the body in the bin to cover the evidence. 

In 2015, a jury dismissed murder charges against 
Diaz, and settled on involuntary manslaughter, and 
arson — though Judge Donald Sullivan set aside the 
arson conviction, as Diaz had no prior criminal con- 
victions, and he did not believe he’d set another fire. 

After the trial Diaz’s attorney, Alex Lilien, told the 
Examiner that he was relieved. 

“David is a sweet kid who never meant to hurt any- 
one, Lilien said. “Freddy’s death was a terrible, tragic 
accident.” 

Diaz was sentenced to four years — but because he 
had served more than three years while awaiting trial, 
he was released shortly after his sentencing date. 

Less than a year later, however, Diaz was arrested 
again — this time for arson. In January 2015, police 
apprehended him in connection with a fire set at Up 
Hair salon near 18th and Castro streets. He was later 
charged for a string of vehicle arsons, as well as for 
lighting porta-potties and the Noe Little Free Library 
on fire. Diaz was released in September 2016, after 
being ordered to register as an arsonist, and was sen- 
tenced to a year of mandatory supervision. 

Two months later, Diaz was apprehended after as- 
saulting a man outside a SoMa sex club while imper- 
sonating a police officer. He’s been out on probation 
since March 2017. 

The details surrounding his latest booking, how- 
ever, hint that the criminal-justice system may have 
had enough of Diaz. He’s being held without bail, an 
unusual move for a crime that didn’t result in death. 

“This person should not be released under any 
circumstances during the pendency of this case,” Alex 
Bastian, spokesperson for the DA’s office, told SF 
Weekly. 

Diaz appeared briefly in court Tuesday, dressed 
in an orange jail-issued sweatsuit and glasses. His 
defense attorney, Hien Nguyen, requested that his 
arraignment be pushed to Tuesday, March 20 so that 
his office had more time to review the video footage 
linking Diaz to the crime. A judge will then decide 
whether to proceed with a trial.

No One Should 
Lose Their Job 
for Getting High 


A new California bill seeks to 
protect medical marijuana 
patients from workplace 
discrimination. 


It’s usually a bad sign if your 
path to employment includes urinating 
into a cup. Unfortunately, many folks 
don’t have the luxury of passing on jobs 
that require this invasive step. While 
what you drink off-the-clock isn’t 
grounds for termination, what you 
smoke may still cost you a career. In Cal- 
ifornia, where the medical and recre- 
ational consumption of cannabis by 
adults is now legal, this leaves a loop- 
hole begging to be closed. 

Assembly Bill 2069 might be the 
solution. Introduced in February by 
Assemblymember Rob Bonta and 
co-sponsored by Assemblymember 
Bill Quirk — both East Bay Democrats 
— AB 2069 would provide protections 
from workplace termination for medi- 
cal-marijuana patients. 

Specifically, it seeks to “prohibit an 
employer from engaging in employ- 


ment discrimination against a person 
on the basis of his or her status as, 

or positive drug test for cannabis by, 
a qualified patient or person with an 
identification card.” By stipulating the 
need for an identity card, AB 2069 
thus limits its range to those certified 
by California as medical-marijuana 
patients. Should the bill pass, it may 
provide precedent for future law. It 
may perhaps lead to a future bill that 
acknowledges non-patients qualified 
to purchase, possess, and consume 
cannabis are also in need of protec- 
tion from unjust workplace discrim- 
ination. 

Given that cannabis remains a 
Schedule I controlled substance under 
federal law, AB 2069 also offers some 
protections for employers as well, 
permitting a company to 
fire or refuse to 
hire an individual 
if such actions 
would “cause the 
employer to lose 
a monetary or 
licensing-related 
benefit under 
federal law.” In es- 
sence, if a company 
would be financially 
punished by retain- 
ing medical mar- 
ijuana users, they 








are not beholden to the requirements 
set forth in the bill. 

AB 2069 further states that the 
law would not cover employees who 
show up to work during business 
hours under the influence of cannabis. 

In the context of the greater cul- 
tural shift regarding marijuana, AB 
2069 can be seen as a first step on a 
path that will ultimately stretch many 
miles. Certainly, if the state in which 
a company operates sees fit to issue 
medical licenses that permit cannabis 
consumption, employers should not 
have the authority to terminate em- 
ployees for engaging in perfectly legal 
activity on their own time. However, 
AB 2069 fails to address the breadth 
of the issue fully. 

As previously mentioned, the bill 
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does nothing for recreational users , 
and with cannabis now readily avail- 
able for adults ages 21 and over, the 
onus to have a card is substantially 
reduced. Is it worth it to go through 
the process if it means protecting 
your job? Quite possibly, but such a 
slog is bureaucracy at its worst. To 
make individuals jump through so 
many endless hoops just to satisfy 
an arbitrary requirement is precisely 
what Proposition 64 was supposed to 
reduce, not amplify. 

Furthermore, AB 2069 runs into 
the same issues this column analyzed 
in SB 1273 last week. That bill — 
which would permit testing of under- 
age drivers for suspected cannabis 
use — also relies on the assumption 
that a reliable metric 
to prove impairment 
exists. While no one 
is advocating for 
companies to start 
allowing bongs in 
the break room, a 
significant number 
of California’s esti- 

mated 1.5 million 
medical marijuana 
patients consume 
cannabis to treat 
symptoms — and 
they’re fully capable 
of doing their jobs

responsibly while enjoying the bene- 
fits of their chosen treatment. 

By leaving room for employers to 
seek out evidence of these individuals 
being impaired on the job, AB 2069 
provides an excellent way to eliminate 
cannabis users from their payrolls 
without running afoul of the law. Is 
“impaired” a certain level of THC in 
the body? If so, how does one differ- 
entiate between the teenager who hits 
a joint on his lunch break and the can- 
cer patient who eats potent edibles to 
ease the symptoms of chemotherapy? 

As of now, a satisfactory answer 
has yet to be offered, but until one is 
found, the ambiguity will continue 
to favor those who oppose cannabis. 
As we await a reliable standard, the 
troublesome standby of the “eye test” 
or one specific medical professional’s 
analysis of a blood test will continue 
to be the metric by which we operate. 

In the interim, we'll have to simply 
hope that AB 2069 is the beginning 
of a longer conversation. As long as 
a chasm between the legal status of 
cannabis and laws regarding the work- 
place remains, the risk of wrongful 
termination runs high.

keep your eye 
On the ball

This week s question coincides with base- 
ball season, which is the perfect time of 
year for me to remind readers of an import- 
ant legal issue relating to their enjoyment 
of America s pastime: 


Q: “Whois responsible if someone gets hit 
with a line drive, foul ball or broken bat 
while watching a game?” 


A: Asa lawyer — and a big Giants fan — 
| like to start off the season by reminding 
people to put down your cellphone and 
keep your eye on the ball during play. A dis- 
traction can lead to serious and even 
life-threatening injury. 

Balls and bats leaving the playing field 
and entering the stands are not uncommon. 
Indeed, Bloomberg reported in 2014 that 
roughly 1,750 spectators a year are injured 
by batted balls at all of the major league 
ballparks throughout the United States. The 


study showed spectators were much more 
likely to be hit with an errant ball than a 
player was to be hit with a pitch. While 
most injuries, thankfully, are minor, there 
are reports of severe injuries and even 
death due the use of wooden bats and 
presence of 90 mph fastballs. 

In a 2015 Boston Globe article, baseball 
Statistician Edwin Comber said about 73 
percent of foul balls go into the stands. A 
2000 lawsuit against the Boston Red Sox 
revealed that during a five-year period in 
the 1990s, 36 to 53 fans per year were hit 
by balls outside the field of play. Indeed, 
there have been reports of serious head in- 
juries, skull fractures and even brain inju- 
ries as a result of bats and balls entering 
the stands. 

As fans demand to be ever-closer to the 
action, and as high-priced seats are moved 
closer to the field, the risk of injury goes up 
— just as fast as the price. 

The issue of liability for fans’ injuries 
was addressed by the California Supreme 
Court in 1935, in the case of Quinn v. Recre- 
ation Park Ass'n. The court held that one of 
the natural risks assumed by fans attending 
major league games is that of being struck 
by batted or thrown balls. The court ruled 
the franchise and/or park owner/operator is 
not required, nor does it undertake, to in- 
Sure patrons against injury from such 
source. All that is required is the exercise of 
ordinary care to protect patrons against 
such injuries. Management Is not obliged to 
make each seat safe from flying balls. The

court pointed out that many patrons prefer 
to sit where their view Is not obscured by a 
screen. The duty imposed by law Is per- 
formed when screened seats are provided 
for as many as may be reasonably expected 
to call for them on any ordinary occasion 
and if a spectator chooses to occupy an un- 
screened seat or is unable to buy a 
screened seat and chooses to occupy one 
that is not protected, she/he “assumes the 
risk of being struck by thrown or batted 
balls; and, if injured thereby, is precluded 
from recovering damages therefore.” 

In Neinstein v. Los Angeles Dodgers Inc. 
(1985), the Court of Appeals held “the qual-

ity of a spectator's experience in witnessing 
a baseball game depends on his or her 
proximity to the field of play and the clarity 
of the view, not to mention the price of the 
ticket. As we see It, to permit a plaintiff to 
recover under the circumstances here 
would force baseball stadium owners to do 
one of two things: 1. Place all spectator ar- 
eas behind a protective screen, thereby re- 
ducing the quality of everyone's view and 
changing the very nature of the game, since 
players are often able to reach into the 
spectator area to catch foul balls; or 2. con- 
tinue the status quo and increase the price 
of tickets to cover the cost of compensating 





injured persons with the result that per- 
sons of meager means might be “priced 
out” of enjoying the great American pas- 
time. 
To me, neither alternative Is accept- 
able. It is not the role of the courts to ef- 
fect a wholesale remodeling of a revered 
American institution through application 
of the tort law. This decision was in line 
with one handed down tn Ratcliff v. San 
Diego Baseball Club of Pacific Coast 
League (1938), in which the Court of Ap- 
peals held that a spectator who volun- 
tarily occupies an unprotected seat 
assumes the risk of being struck by 
thrown or batted balls. 
As with almost everything, there are 
some exceptions in this line of legal rea- 
soning. For example, the courts have held 
that a franchise may be held liable for in- 
jury that occurred while a mascot dis- 
tracted a fan during play, resulting in a fly 
ball to the face. (Lowe v. California League 
of Prof. Baseball (1997). No one Is liable for 
a bat that inadvertently gets loose If the 
park owners have provided some areas of 
protected seating and have adequately 
screened the areas most likely to be at risk 
of flying balls and bats. 

Just remember: The nosebleed seats 
may prevent you from getting a bloody 
nose.

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From Russia with Total Panic

The United Kingdom has been 
updating contingency plans for the inevi- 
table death of Queen Elizabeth II for more 
than half a century. Upon the sovereign’s 
death, the cry that will ring throughout 
Buckingham Palace is “London Bridge is 
down!” A stable constitutional monarchy 
that hasn’t been successfully invaded in 
more than 950 years has the luxury of at- 
tending to such matters well in advance. 

In The Death of Stalin, the Soviet 
autocrat suffers a cerebral hemorrhage 
at his country home less than a decade 
after the Red Army expelled the Nazis 
from Russian territory during World 
War 2. Discovered the next morning, 
house staff inform the Politburo, in- 
cluding the lily-livered Deputy General 
Secretary Georgy Malenkov (VJeffrey 
Tambor), scheming Nikita Khrushchev 
(Steve Buscemi), and the malevolent, 
Cheney-esque head of the security 
forces, Lavrentiy Beria (Simon Russell 
Beale). What follows is a dark satire 
of power, more war-room than draw- 
ing-room, that depicts the machina- 
tions over who will succeed Stalin as a 
form of office politics with existential 
stakes. 

While the early 1950s were more 
than a decade after the peak of the 
1936-38 Great Purge, we see officers 
pushing people down staircases and 
abducting them from their apartments 
in the middle of the night. The camera’s 
sweep captures summary executions 
of low-level staff, even maids playing 
walk-on parts, as casually as cocktail 
party guests populating the background 
of a dinner scene. This paranoia reaches 
right to the top. Indeed, only the night 
before his death, Stalin added Foreign 
Minister Vyacheslav Molotov — the 
namesake of the Molotov cocktail, 
played by Monty Python veteran Michael 
Palin — to an updated list of enemies 
of the State. Gathered around the ail- 
ing Stalin’s body on the carpet, no one 
utters an equivalent to “London Bridge 
is down.” They don’t even call a doctor. 
Mostly, it’s because they can’t — all the 
good doctors are dead or banished to 
Siberia. 

“Tm intrigued by power,’ says Death 
of Stalin writer-director Armando Ian- 
nucci, who also co-created the HBO se- 
ries Veep and served as its showrunner 
for the first four seasons. “In something 
like this, if you get it wrong, it’s not 
just an embarrassment: You're killed. 
That makes it more akin to something 
like The Godfather or Game of Thrones or 
Julius Caesar.”

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Russia has been at the heart of geo- 
political maelstrom for a while now — 
only eight days after the assassination 
attempt on a suspected double agent, 
another prominent Russian exile has 
turned up dead in London — but that’s 
not how the film started out. 

“We shot this in the summer of 
2016,” Iannucci says. “And there I was, 
editing it, when Trump was elected. 
Beria talks about ‘false narrative, which 
is fake news. It’s even got the same 
initials!” 

He underscored this point further 
in a brief intro to the film at the Alamo 
Drafthouse - New Mission Theater later 
that night, saying that after leaving 
Veep, he “wanted to get as far away from 
U.S. politics as possible. So why not 
make something about a delusional nar- 
cissist who terrifies his country?” 

American politics caught up to him, 
however, although we are nowhere 
near what the U.S.S.R. endured. But 
historical accuracy was important, and 
although the film shortens nine months 
of history into 12 days or so, no less a 
scholar of Russia than Masha Gessen 
praised the film, calling it “perhaps 
the most accurate picture of life under 
Soviet terror that anyone has ever com- 


mitted to film.” To Iannucci, there was 
no alternative than to portray tyranny 
as oafishness. 

“The only way I could possibly dare 
to do comedy alongside torture and 
shooting was only if it was all part of 
what happened,” he says, adding that 
“Tm kind of relieved now that I’m not 
doing any fictional 
version of what's hap- 
pening now.

As in so 
many other films, 
it’s Buscemi's 
cunning demeanor 
— he appears dis- 
arming even when 
he plays a psychotic — that wins out. 
In a nod to the real-life Khrushchev’s 
1956 “We will bury you!” rant at NATO 
diplomats, Buscemi’s Khrushchev 
threatens Beria with the same fate. 
(It’s a weird play on words, too: Beria / 
“bury you.’) 

The Russian government gave its as- 
sent to the finished product, which was 
also based on a French graphic novel. 
After press screenings, Russian media 
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praised the decision to cast British and 
American actors who didn’t speak in 
bad Russian accents. (“The question is 
which Russian accent, because there 
are hundreds,” Iannucci observes. 
“Khrushchev was from Ukraine. Beria 
and Stalin were from Georgia. They 
could speak in a completely different 
language if they wanted to.”) 

But The Death of Stalin has since 
been banned in Russia, although 
Iannucci suspects it’s a temporary 
measure until the presidential election 
winds down in April. One wonders 
what Putin’s bureaucrats took offense 
to. The remark that the five-foot, six- 
inch Stalin looked so “small” in death, 
maybe? Putin is only about an inch 
taller. 

“Tt feels slightly out-of-character in 
that they panicked at the last minute,” 
he says. “They gave it a license. They’d 
seen it, and it was dubbed into Russian. 
... It’s not going to stop it. Russians are 
expert at going online and hacking into 
things.”

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KEYNOTE ADDRESS 


Unlocking the 
Key Party 


By Joe Kukura 


We take it as an article of faith 
that suburban swingers from decades 
past engaged in a partner-swapping phe- 
nomenon known as key parties. As the 
lore goes, sets of car keys picked from a 
fishbowl would determine randomized 
sexual pairings of Quaaluded-up couples 
who would then supposedly go off and 
fuck. 

But did key parties really ever hap- 
pen? Or did they grow into a widely ac- 
cepted urban myth after Hollywood in- 
vented them? SF Weekly sifted through 
50 years of human sexuality literature 
to see if we could lock down the truth 
about the legend behind key parties. 

Their many depictions in television 
and film don’t prove their real-life ex- 
istence. The best-known cinematic key 
party is in Ang Lee’s 1997 black comedy 
of sexual errors, The 
Ice Storm, although 
Jim Carrey’s 2000 
How the Grinch Stole 
Christmas reboot also 
depicts keys in a fish- 
bowl at a highly sexu- 
alized holiday gather- 
ing of the Whos. 

Key parties have 
turned up in TV 
plotlines of That 
’70s Show, Masters of Sex, and even The 
Simpsons. (In the 2011 episode “500 
Keys,’ Marge and Homer attend such 
a function without knowing what it is. 
A shirtless Dr. Hibbert then gets fresh 
with Milhouse’s mom, and Milhouse’s 
dad is none too pleased.) 

The earliest real-life key party ref- 
erence SF Weekly found was a 1965 
lecture on “wife-swapping” by psycho- 
therapist Dr. Albert Ellis, still available 
on archive.org. “Whichever car key you 
get, you get the wife, if you're the male 
that goes with this particular set of 
keys,” Ellis explains. “This is done on a 
chance, you might say a raffle kind of 
basis. This is probably the rarest kind of 
mate-switching today.” 

So the concept was out there in 
1965, and that suggests people may 
have tried it. 

“Humans are carnal creatures,” Cen- 
ter for Sex and Culture co-founder Dr. 
Robert Lawrence says. “If you give them 
an interesting sex idea, they will try it 
out or talk about it.” 

But it may be all talk. The 1970 Jour- 
nal of Sex Research article “Co-Marital 
Sex and the Sexual Freedom Move- 
ment” labels the phenomenon a myth. 
“Our data suggest a number of other 
false myths, but we cannot deal with 
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them all,” co-authors James and Lynn 
Smith wrote. “There is one, however, 
that bears mention at this time, and 
that is the ‘key party’ myth.” 

“We were never even able to find 
an individual who had attended one,” 
they added in their 1967-68 study of 
hundreds of Bay Area sexual subculture 
participants. “Evidently, they do occur, 
and we have unsubstantiated reports 
concerning them, but we suspect that 
the proliferation of the key-party con- 
cept has been supported for the most 
part as a result of fear and fantasy.” 

Undoubtedly, the structure of a key 
party is right out of a straight-male pipe 
dream. Key party lore is exclusively het- 
erosexual, women are not afforded sex- 
ual veto power, and men are guaranteed 
a partner with no chance of rejection. 
This all seems out of line with even the 
earliest sexual liberation ethics. 

More notably, we found zero first- 
hand accounts. 

“T have never been to an actual key 
party, been invited to a key party, or in- 
terviewed someone who has personally 
attended a key party, whether in the 
1960s or in the decades that followed,” 
Katherine Frank wrote in her 2013 
group sex cultural anthropology, Plays 
Well in Groups. “T ha- 
vent found reliable 
scholarly accounts of 
key parties, though 
they are sporadically 
mentioned. 

“Such a lack of 
evidence screams 
‘urban legend, ” she 
concludes. 

There are research- 
ers who maintain 
that key parties definitely happened. In- 
vestigative journalist Terry Gould says 
of his 1999 volume The Lifestyle: A Look 
at the Erotic Rites of Swingers, “According 
to two doctors of sexology named Joan 
and Dwight Dixon, who have been in 
the lifestyle since the ’60s and writing 
on sexuality in journals for two decades, 
the original spouse-sharers were none 
other than World War II fighter pilots,” 
Gould has said. “It was the pilots and 
their wives who invented the term ‘key 
club, which was unknown in the 40s, 
[and] became widely known in the ’50s 
and ’60s.” 

That analysis is based on second- 
hand stories — which determines 
whether you believe key parties hap- 
pened. Do you count the retelling of 
other people’s 1960s oral histories as 
proof? Then sure, somebody said that 
somebody said key parties happened. 

But a rigorous, fact-based analysis 
shows little proof, and relegates key 
party rumors to the level of urban leg- 
ends like gerbilling, rainbow parties, and 
“Hot Karls.” You can Google these terms 
if you must. But we don’t recommend 
you do so from your workplace comput- 
er, or HR might get a little keyed up.

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The Leisure Seeker 


24 Frames 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Self-indulgence in art gets a bad 
rap. After all, if the artist isn’t enjoying 
themselves, then how can the viewer 
be expected to? Case in point is the 
late Abbas Kiarostami’s 24 Frames, 
which is both deeply self-indulgent 
and one of the best films of the year 
so far. Kiarostami's final work consists 
of — wait for it — 24 still frames to 
which he digitally added movement 
and sound, creating four-and-a-half- 
minute vignettes that imagine what 
may have happened before and after 
the original image was captured. It 
starts with Bruegel’s The Hunters in the 
Snow, featured in such beautiful but 
portentous films as Tarkovsky’s Solaris 
and von Trier’s Melancholia, and among 
the animations Kiarostami adds is a 
dog pissing on a tree. But rather than 
continuing to take the piss out of oth- 
er masterworks, the rest are striking 
photos Kiarostami took over the years, 
many being wintry nature scenes 
viewed through either natural or man- 
made frames. Frame 21 in particular 
feels like the opening act of David 
Lynch's Lost Highway, if the camera 
stayed pointed at a single window. 
Meanwhile, Frame 9 features digital 
lions fucking, if that’s your thing. With 
24 Frames, Kiarostami is both having 
a laugh and considering the nature of 
cinema, and that’s something we can 


all indulge in. Sherilyn Connelly 


Oh Lucy! 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema and the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
An expansion of her 2014 Sun- 
dance-favorite short of the same 
name, Atsuko Hirayanagi’s Oh Lucy! 
is something of a spiritual sequel to 
the best film of 2015, David Zellner’s 
Kumiko, The Treasure Hunter. Setsuko 
(Shinobu Terajima) is a 40-something 
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Tokyo “office lady” who hates every- 
thing about her life. When her niece 
Mika (Shioli Kutsuna) convinces her to 
try an English-language class in which 
the somewhat skeezy teacher John 
(Josh Hartnett) gives Setsuko a blonde 
wig and christens her “Lucy.” Setsuko 
finds she’s able to approach her life 
from a new angle — including being 
courageous enough to hop on a plane 
with Mika’s mother (Kaho Minami) 
and give chase when Mika and John 
suddenly fuck off to America togeth- 
er. There, the film largely drops the 
blonde-wig-as-empowerment thread, 
and it’s all the better for it as Setsuko 
continues to learn who she really is as 
she makes her way through the seedy 
underbelly of Southern California. 

Oh Lucy! touches on many themes 
including Japan’s suicide epidemic, the 
commoditization of young girls, and 
especially how middle-aged women are 
disregarded and desexualized, issues 
which are far from isolated to Japan. 


Setsuko-as-Lucy also gets one of the 
more epic mic drops in recent memory, 
and Oh Lucy! itself is one of the best 
films of 2018. SC 


The Leisure Seeker 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 
The Leisure Seeker is the first En- 
glish-language film by Human Capital 
and Like Crazy’s Paolo Virzi, and while 
it’s about very American characters 
in very American settings, it feels like 
what it is: a film about America as 
seen by an outsider. That’s not a bad 
thing — this week’s Oh Lucy! nails it 
— but for want of a better word, The 
Leisure Seeker is almost too leisurely 
in its meandering to find a tone. Ella 
(the very British Helen Mirren doing 
a very American Southern accent) and 
John (Donald Sutherland) are an el- 
derly married couple who decide to go 
on one last road trip, driving their RV 
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from Massachusetts to Florida. Along 
the way, they bicker, old wounds are 
opened, they talk at strangers about 
things only they themselves are in- 
terested in, and deal with the physical 
indignities of aging such as memory 
loss and misbehaving bladders. The 
Leisure Seeker is okay, but never feels 
like it has a point other than hanging 
out with Sutherland and Mirren, which 
isn’t quite enough. And after Have a 
Nice Day, The Leisure Seeker is another 
film by a foreign director that uses 
the 2016 election as a timestamp, 
being explicitly set during Trump’s 
campaign. Our dumb country will be 
paying for that for a long, long time.

Israel’s compulsory military service 
look like anything but the worst. 
Samuel Moaz’s brutal, three-act Fox- 
trot even manages to be a darker mil- 
itary comedy than Talya Lavie’s Zero 
Motivation, and that’s saying a lot. In 
the first act, Michael (Lior Ashkenazi) 
and Dafna (Sarah Adler) are parents 
who learn their soldier son Jonathan 
(Yonaton Shiray) has been killed. In 
act two, the focus on Michael’s spiral 
into grief, paranoia, and anger shifts 
to Jonathan’s unit at a checkpoint 

in the middle of nowhere, a place of 
stultifying boredom where a camel 

is as likely to go by as a human, and 
tragedy can strike out of nowhere. 
Act three returns to Michael and Daf- 
na dealing with Jonathan’s death, but 
in a considerably different manner 
than before, one that lays bare Mi- 
chael’s deep-seated guilt. The movie is 
a brutal emotional trip heightened by 
striking camerawork; Foxtrot’s been 
compared to Fellini, but Moaz’s eye 
for composition is more than a little 
Kubrickian as well. The film’s title is 
eventually explained, but an alternate 
could easily have been Chekhov's Cam- 
el. You'll see why. SC

Cathird’s New Nest

Before I even got seated at Coi, 
I'd been chided twice. 

The first time was as I was chaining 
my bike up outside, when the host 
asked me to move it because it was 
blocking the sign that explains the 
no-parking regulations, and that would 
somehow interfere with Coi’s custom- 
ers’ ability to get picked up. It didn’t 
make much sense, but I complied and 
my boyfriend put his down the block. 
We entered, and the same individual 
admonished us that she’d tried to 
confirm our reservation (via my boy- 
friend’s number) twice. She had not, 
as it turns out, which I knew because 
I'd only booked the table the afternoon 
before. We were a few minutes early, 
so I was caught off guard by how ad- 
amant she was. Since Coi only serves 
a 10-course tasting menu, I can un- 
derstand how the kitchen plans every 
evening very carefully — but they also 
charge no-shows $250, so it’s not like 
wed be taking a wrecking ball to the 
joint even if we'd bailed on a reserva- 
tion made less than 30 hours before. 

It’s one of those situations with 
no good outcome. I’m preternaturally 
disinclined to raise a fuss, and never 
more so than when professionalism 
requires it. But in all honesty: That’s 
not how a restaurant should treat peo- 
ple, and I can’t think of anybody who 
wouldn’t feel rattled and out of sorts 
sitting down after that. At this price 
point, you also can’t stop yourself from 
punctuating an anecdote like this with 
an “at this price point” — even though 
it makes you sound kind of like one 
of those assholes who goes out to eat 
hunting for some flimsy pretext to find 
fault, in the hopes of getting some- 
thing comped for the table. 

But that’s how the meal started. 
And while things only improved after 
that, I can’t say I got entirely what I 
hoped for out of Coi. But experiences 
at this lofty level demand heightened 
scrutiny. 

Michelin’s priestly caste elevated 
Coi to three stars last October, nine 
years after it won its first. Chef Mat- 
thew Kirkley departed almost imme- 
diately thereafter, and Erik Anderson 
of Nashville’s Catbird Seat (and, some 
time before that, The French Laundry) 
replaced him in January, with Daniel 
Patterson returning to what he’s re- 
ferred to as his baby in between their 
respective tenures. 

That’s a lot of transition to grapple 
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with. It’s not that Coi somehow plum- 
meted to mediocrity as a result of it; 
far from it. Rather, it’s afflicted with 

a devotion to precise plating at the 
expense of sensuousness. There’s fun 
here, but this is luxury with a flinty 
streak. Giving a sampling of flavors 
and geometric arrays precedence 

over the true enjoyment of eating is 
something other tasting menus of this 
caliber seem to be shifting away from. 
And the interior looks like the admi- 
ral’s lounge of a state-owned airline in 
some country that’s trying to punch 
above its weight on the 
world scene. You will get a 
hot towel. 

I liked the sunchoke tart- 
let and citrus marshmallow 
amuse very much, more so 
with the intensely strawber- 
ry-forward Arteis & Co. Brut 
Rosé. Buried beneath edible 
flowers like a child in a leaf 
pile, the geoduck that fol- 
lowed was creamy and sharp at once, 
right up to the limit of saltiness. Salin- 
ity and strawberries characterized the 
next wine, a dry Clemensbusch Ries- 
ling served at a warmish temperature. 
Stripped of any context, it’s lovely, but 
that’s a narrow range of tasting notes. 

The monolith of Dungeness crab 
terrine with spheres of pear and dabs 
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of black sesame could have used more 
of the latter to draw out the crab’s 
essence, but the Marla Bakery bread 
that came next was a well-placed dose 
of rusticity to break up all the right an- 
gles. It’s where the meal truly felt like 
it started, which is perfectly acceptable 
in that bread is universally understood 
to be part of the beginning, but by 
that point we'd been there nearly an 
hour and that’s a lot of preamble. 
After that, though, was the first 
moment of pure opulence, caviar 
over an egg yolk hidden beneath an 
airy, hazelnut-ty 
cream. Sturdy and 
incredibly rich, it was 
marvelous alongside 
a chalky, non-vintage 
Chardonnay that was 
born in the south of 
France and aged in 
the north, running 
afoul of E.U. regula- 
tions like a popular 
kid who smokes after shop class. 
Sturgeon in a roast chicken sauce 
embodied technical excellence without 
much unity among its flavors. With 
only bay leaf and tarragon listed, it felt 
like it aimed low, although the chicken 
bridged the meal from seafood to fowl. 
A half-dome tourte combined foie gras, 
sweetbread, and black truffle with 
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duck — the “four food groups,” our 
served said. (Good one.) Is it too much? 
Yes, of course, and no, not at all. It’sa 
Louis XIV sensation, but the duck was a 
little lost in all of that. The final savory 
course was squab with sauce bigarde, 

or bitter orange sauce — which left 

me wondering about the use of duck. 
Dusted with herbs and picking up some 
green garlic, the pommes soufflés were 
as fun to eat as the little bony bits of 
pigeon were to pick apart. 

A ribbon of etrog, or citron fruit on 
ice, with a bit of anise-heavy Meletti 
amaro cleaned the palate, and then 
it was on to a Philip Togni sweet red 
with a toffee to land the plane. Well, 
you might think your palate had been 
cleansed, but the blood orange sorbet 
sheathed in little citrus discs keeps 
sweeping it out further. That was a 
pleasant surprise: It looked like it was 
going to the equivalent of a 12-tone 
Stravinsky composition, but it ended 
up being Mozart. And the three-tiered 
mint-and-coffee chocolate mille-feuille 
that wrapped it up was pure gratifica- 
tion, for which I’m thankful. With a lit- 
tle more warmth from the kitchen and 
from the front, this could have been an 
ethereal experience.

Dominique Crenn opened her 
third project, Bar Crenn, this 
week. Meanwhile, she’s out to 
save the world.

Traditionally, a croque madame 
is a ham-and-cheese sandwich that’s 
baked or fried. Unlike a croque monsieur, 
of which it’s a variation, it’s also topped 
with a fried egg. But at Petit Crenn, 
Dominique Crenn’s Hayes Valley restau- 
rant, there is no ham. Instead, the chef 
uses smoked trout. 

“I've been moving away from meat 
for a long time,” Crenn tells SF Weekly. 
“Tm not a vegetarian, but I’m also 
conscious about what’s going on in 
the world. We don't have to eat meat 
every day. We don’t have to eat fish 
every day. It’s all about balance.” 

If you see the amount of bechamel 
sauce on that decadent, $20 croque 
madame — which also comes with 
alliums, braised greens, and capers — 
you might take issue with the concept 
of balance, but point taken. 





We're speaking at the bar in Bar 
Crenn, her newest endeavor, which 
opened on Tuesday, March 13. At- 
tached to her two-Michelin-starred 
flagship Atelier Crenn, it occupies the 
address formerly held by Cellar Door 
— which Crenn says she eyed seven 
years ago upon opening Atelier Crenn, 
but grabbing both spaces wasn’t in 
the cards at the time. Decorated with 
mismatched sofas and plenty of ani- 
mal print, its aesthetic is notable for 
the lack of standard restaurant tables. 
The idea was to create a sense of the 
hospitality you get at Parisian wine 
bars like Cafe Les Philosophes in the 
Marais and other places that evoke 
the 1920s, something 
Crenn felt was wanting 
in San Francisco. 

Atelier Crenn earned 
its first Michelin star in 
2012 and its second a 
year later, and the fact 
that it’s remained at 
that status ever since, 
even as newer kitchens 
led by male chefs have been elevated 
to three star-status, sticks in the craw 
of people who cite systemic sexism as 
the likely reason. When San Pellegri- 
no named her the World’s Best Female 
Chef in 2016, she called out the honor 
for perpetuating the idea that there 
was some fundamentally gendered 
schema to top-tier cooking. Crenn

has gone one better with six monthly 
“Women in Food” dinners at Petit 
Crenn, which start March 27 witha 
collaboration between Nancy Oakes 
of Boulevard and Einat Admony of 
New York’s Balaboosta, and continue 
through November. 

But misogyny is only one thing to 
contend with. Petit Crenn is free of 
terrestrial meats because the cuisine 
of Crenn’s native Brittany comes 
largely from vegetables and the sea, 
and Bar Crenn forgoes beef and pork 
via a slightly trickier way. Much as 
Corey Lee did with In Situ, his restau- 
rant in the ground floor of SFMOMA 
that cycles through some 80 dishes 
by other chefs, Crenn 
sought recipes from the 
powerhouses of French 
cooking: Gérald Passe- 
dat, Eric Frechon, Alain 
Ducasse. She came into 
full possession of Sono- 
ma’s Bleu Belle farm 
late last year, setting 
up a way to resolve the 
tension between classic food at a high 
price point and environmental aware- 
ness. (Bar Crenn is primarily a wine 
bar, and Matt Montrose’s wine list is 
largely biodynamic.) 

Crenn ticks off a list of woes, from 
the pollution caused by industrialized 
agriculture to the recent snows in the

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the world is out of whack — and it’s 
only by a return to the past that we 
can shed our destructive arrogance. 

“I want to go back to the way we 
used to farm,” she says. “The farm 
of my parents, where my father was 
from, youd have a little herd of two 
cows. In the morning, you used to 
wake up and get the milk of the cow 
and maybe some pigs and the pigs 
would get old and you would kill them 
to make charcuterie — but it was not 
industrialized. It was about balancing. 
If things were not available, then they 
were not going to cook it.” 

The glossy culture of overabun- 
dance bears much of the blame, she 
believes. And every chef has the re- 
sponsibility to fix it, even cafe owners 
who can make the choice to eliminate 
plastic straws. 

“It’s because they’re feeding peo- 
ple, and when you feed people you 
have to understand where things 
come from,” she says. “You can make 
vegetables delicious!” 

There’s almost an “It took Nixon to 
go to China” element to this formu- 
lation. Who better than Dominique 
Crenn, whose talent and outspoken- 
ness are not debatable, to wean us off 
the idea that we can and should have 
whatever we want, when we want it? 
The Bay Area’s emphasis on seasonal- 
ity only goes so far, and we may have 
lulled ourselves into further compla- 
cency by believing California-style 
food does all the work it needs to on 
its own. 

Bar Crenn is the chef’s third proj- 
ect in San Francisco, although that 
statement comes with an asterisk of 
sorts. Two years ago, a partnership 
with the Claremont Hotel in Berkeley 
yielded the ill-fated Antoinette, which 
closed shortly after Crenn, whose role 
was more curatorial than day-to-day, 
walked away. 

Such indirect involvement is not 
likely at Bar Crenn, with its emphasis 
on connection. A central courtyard 
that was until recently filled with 
rolling racks and other kitchen equip- 
ment now links Atelier Crenn to its 
little sibling, and opens up a renovat- 
ed pastry kitchen that will have some 
public access. 

“This is a house, and in a house you 
have to have movement and different 
spaces, Crenn says. Sometime next 
year, she will open Boutique Crenn. 
Taking up some 5,000 square feet on 
two floors of the Salesforce Tower, it 
will be a patisserie and boulangerie, 
and even if it’s several miles away it 
feels almost like another room in the 
proverbial house. 

“In the morning, you're going to 
get your coffee and your pastry at 
Salesforce, and then have brunch or 
early dinner at Petit Crenn,” she says. 
“And if it’s something much more 
special, you go to Atelier and then you 
stop by the wine bar. It makes sense.”

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t the Wild Rumpus Begin

I’ve almost certainly had impe- 
rial rolls at Ta Lan more times than I’ve 
eaten anywhere else in San Francisco, but 
I’ve never spent much time in the bar next 
door. When Showdown went dormant 
sometime last year, the space fell off my 
radar entirely until I noticed it was open on 
the last trip to my beloved lunchtime spot 
—where | almost always order no. 17, so 
I’m used to not paying attention. 

It’s the Rumpus Room now, and 
it’s been described as an Art Deco 
bar. That’s maybe a slight exaggera- 
tion, better described as “dive deco” 
or “trash glam,” but it’s one of those 
places you set foot in and immediately 
know that bar veterans are running 
it. For one, the decor is thematically 
consistent but not precious: A set of 
bronze fireplace ash screens in the 
shape of the NBC peacock look like 
they got scooped up by an expert hag- 
gler who knows when to use heavy eye 
contact, the toilet is black, the mirrors 
are half-moons, and the coasters have 
(discreet) naked ladies on them. One 
side depicts a woman leaning over a wa- 
ter fountain with the caption “Bottoms 
Up” and the other has her laying on her 
stomach while drinking a martini with 
“We're glad to see you're back.” 

Overall, the Rumpus Room looks 
a little like Blondie’s and a little like 
Tequila Mockingbird, and it feels like 
an excellent Mission dive from the 
90s. More importantly, happy hour 
is from noon to 5 p.m., and even 
after five, prices are reasonable. The 
tequila-and-Tecate is $8, with a decent 
blanco. A “Tradicional Paloma,” made 
with tequila, lime, and Mexican squirt, 
which gets you grapefruit and real cane 
sugar, tastes appealingly like a melted 


frozen margarita only with more sweet- 
ness and bite. The Budweiser tap-head 
is the old-school red bowtie, the un- 
even one. And there’s a Moscow Mule 
on draft. 

Showdown’s happy hour allegedly 
ran until 8 p.m., so 
that early cut-off 
might offend any 
lingering diehards 
— but for a bar 
this crowded ona 
Tuesday eight days 
after its opening, 
it doesn’t look 
like anyone’s asking to speak with the 
manager about it. It’s been a bar or sa- 
loon since 1935, or so Showdown had

claimed. Before it was Showdown, it 


was Arrow. Before that, it was Matador. 


Before that, it was the well-regarded 
Charleston Club, and Found SF has a 
picture of it from 1995, still sharing 
its sign with Ta Lan. Happy Donut was 
Bells Donuts then, 
what is now Veraci 
Pizza appears to 
be another bar 
called Grady’s, 
and there’s a 
white Ford Escort 
hatchback parked 
outside. 

The Rumpus Room has more than 
coasters. It has gold matchbooks. 
I don’t smoke and | love branded 
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matches all the same. A friendly 
bartender-owner named Roxzanna, 
who was fishing an ice cube out of a 
patron’s drink using a long spoon and 
a strained smile, said she didn’t smoke 
either, said she’d heard the Tender- 
loin Museum had a trove of vintage 
matchbooks from long-gone bars in the 
neighborhood. She’s been meaning to 
go over there and offer one to their col- 
lection, seeing as she designed them. It 
would only be neighborly, but it’d also 
confer instant cred to a week-old busi- 
ness in a historical space that already 
looks well-suited to outlast at least two 
or three of its immediate predecessors.

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The Presets Have a 
Monster on Their Hands 


We caught up with the electronic duo at CRSSD ¢ Festival to chat about the concept of their long-awaited 


party album Hi VIZ. 
By Eric Pratt 


The Presets have been recog- 
nized worldwide for their dynamic live 
performances, playing hundreds of 
shows domestically and internationally, 
including key slots at renowned interna- 
tional music festivals such as Glaston- 
bury, Coachella, SXSW, Exit, Melt, and 
Splendour In The Grass. 

Six years after releasing their 
fourth album, Pacifica, The Presets are 
back at it again with HI VIZ just at our 
fingertips. This mixtape party album 
will have all the bangers you need to 
get the party going. 


This interview has been condensed and 
slightly edited for clarity. 


SFW:!It’s been six years since the 
release of Pacifica. 

Kim Moyes: Has it really been six 
years? Wow! 


What have The Presets 

been up to since? 

Kim: We finished Pacifica, then we 
toured for a year-and-a-half. Then we 
put out a couple of standalone singles 
as well, “Goodbye Future” and “No 
Fun,’ and did this massive project with 
the Australian Chamber Orchestra 
called Timeline, which took months and 
months, maybe half a year to do. All 
around this we started writing music 
for HI VIZ, and that took a long time. 
Julian Hamilton: We had a clear idea 
of what we wanted on the album early 
on, and when we started to make the 
album it was very different to what we 
originally wanted to make. So we spent 
a year and a half purging all this beau- 
tiful, emotional electropop and then it 
was a game of waiting it out until we 
felt we had all the pieces of the puzzle: 
songs that were of a high-enough stan- 
dard and also really high energy. 


It was about a year ago on Face- 
book you said that your new 
album HI VIZ is “Going to be a 
Monster.” What spurred that 
comment? 

Kim: We were working on this — we 
had this crazy beat for a couple of years 
and we sort of felt like there was this 
one element of the album missing. Ju- 
lian took that beat apart, and we ended 
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up doing 20 different ideas of how the 
vocal treatment could work with it. And 
I took it away and pieced it out with a 
very basic outline of how “14U + 14ME” 
would be. We sort of back-and-forth’ed 
it and he sent it back saying, “Here is 
the skeleton of ‘14U + 14ME’” Once 
we had that piece in the bag, I felt super 
confident that the album was going to 
be — well, a monster in my mind. 


As music technology keeps im- 
proving, did you find yourself 
exploring new instruments or 
tools? 

Julian: We're still using the same 
computers we've recorded on the last 
album, and maybe the one before it. 
Our operating system is getting so old 
we can't do anything. We can’t even use 
Dropbox anymore. 

Kim: It’s a sound of frustration, be- 
cause we have to restart our computer 
15 times before we can even work. 
Julian: Yeah, yeah, so when you get in 
a few minutes, it really counts. 

Kim: In the end, we end up using the 
same bits and the same old synthesizers. 
Are you worried about losing 
your sound if you try new instru- 
ments? 

Julian: Even if it’s new synths and 
modern-sounding synthesizers, we end 
up recording them through old gear and 
hopefully not making them sound too 
plastic. 
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You guys have a bunch of collabo- 
rations on the new album HI VIZ. 
How did Jake Shears get in- 
volved? 

Kim: He was a fan of the band and he 
got in touch with the old manager, and 
one night he came backstage. He was 
super-lovely, and we kept in touch and 
whenever he came to Sydney to play 
Mardi Gras or different things, we'd 
see him. It was cool: We were getting 
all these different voices on the record. 
We'd been trying to do a thing with 
Jake Shears for eight years. He was a 
really huge fan of Pacifica and it was 
even him who suggested he'd like to 
— when he wasn't doing so much with 
Scissor Sisters anymore — he wanted 
to do some solo stuff, and an EP with 
us and we never got around to it. Part 
of the idea of this album was that it 
sounded like a party. We tried to have 
as much variety as possible. 


Your album cover for HI VIZ is 
wild. How did this concept come 
about? 

Kim: There's a pifiata! It looks like 

a kid’s party. When we were putting 
this concept together, this album, in a 
way it was as close to a mixtape as we 
could possibly do, as much variety sty- 
listically with the songs and the colors 
that we would use. For the first time 
introducing guest vocalists as cameos. 
It was a no-brainer. We had this one 


song, Tools Down,” and we hada 
really strong two-vocal element that 
Julian had done. Julian has become 
like 10 different characters on the 
record, so it was a no-brainer to send 
it to him and he ended up writing like 
three different song ideas for it. We 
just ended up having to peel it back 
to one thing that would actually work 
in the context of the song, and we’ve 
done that on a couple of songs. We'd 
send it to a couple different artists 
and they'd send us back things and we 
cherry-picked what we liked. 


Do you see any differences be- 
tween Australian crowds and 
U.S. crowds? 

Julian: | don’t know. They tend to be- 
have themselves the same way. I think 
Australian crowds are much more 
likely to go bananas quicker — not to 
say that American crowds don't go ba- 
nanas, but Australians are looking for 
any opportunity to get loose. 


Correct me if I’m wrong, 

but I heard that old-school, 
’90s-techno on this new album. 
Julian: It’s just kind of us. That’s our 
kind of honeymoon period of stuff we 
like. I think for us, when we thought 
to make this fun party record, when 
we first started the Presets we joked 
that it was going to be a cross between 
AC/DC and Basement Jaxx, and we’ve 
always tried to — when we listen to 
dance music these days I guess we 

just miss the bonkers elements of The 
Chemical Brothers and Basement Jaxx 
and that kind of stuff from the ’90s. 
Which is really at a foundation of what 
we do and what we are all together. It’s 
not such a deliberate thing to do 90s 
music, but it’s what our definition of 
what dance music is. The dance music 
today is based on a buildup and a drop 
and it works really well and we've tried 
to incorporate it, but a lot of what we 
do is just craziness from the get-go, 
and psychedelic colors and bonkers 
synth work. I guess it’s 90s but it 
doesn’t really feel like that to us, and 
not to forget that this album is meant 
to sound like a mixtape so there’s that.

Remember P.L.U.R.? It’s the acronym — which stands for “Peace. Love. Unity. 
Respect.” — that every kandi-covered raver swore they lived their life by as if it 
were a sacred theology. Most of those ravers are long-gone from the scene now, 
but then you have San Diego’s Desert Hearts crew, who do an impeccable job at 
living in the spirit of what “P.L.U.R.” stood for, but in a subtle, more authentic 
way. Comprised of veteran producers, DJs, and fun-lovers alike, Desert Hearts 
is an exemplary model of what an underground dance-music crew ought to be. 
So it only makes sense that groovy tech-house producer and DJ Lubelski would 
be their kindred spirit. Lubelski’s productions are bouncy and slightly psyche- 
delic tech-house tracks, similar to Dirtybird Records’ style. Using a mix of in- 
struments and software, Lubelski’s production method allows him to create 
lushly produced techno and house songs that straddle the line between sensual 
and idiosyncratic, like other artists found on the Desert Hearts roster.

years old, but his already-prolific 
career has earned him the status 
of a cult hero in underground hip- 
hop, with his star value increasing 
every day.

Curry’s signa- 
ture track, “Ultimate,” perfectly 
sums up what makes himself 
stand out among his peers, as it

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GE LOVE \ MAYBE HE JUST DOESN’T KNOW WHAT LOVE FEELS LIKE.

What Is Love? 


I’m a 33-year-old woman from Melbourne, 
Australia, dating a 24-year-old man. We've been 
dating for about eight months; it is exclusive and 
official. He’s kind and sweet, caring and giving, and 
his penis is divine. The thing is, he confessed to me 
recently that he doesn’t really “feel.” The way he ex- 
plained it is, the only emotions he feels are fear and 
anxiousness that he’ll disappoint the people he cares 
about. He says he’s never been in love. He said his 
dad is the same way. The only time I see him really 
“feel” are when he’s high, which he is semi-frequently. 
He uses MDMA and he comes alive. He seems the 
way a “normal” person does when they’re in love, 
but when he’s sober, it’s like he’s trying to mimic the 
things a person in love would say or do. I confessed 
Iam falling in love with him recently and told him I 
wasnt saying this with any expectation of him feel- 
ing the same; I just wanted him to know. He respond- 
ed that he cares for me a lot—but that’s it. ’'m now 
worried that he’ll never love me. I don’t want kids, so 
time isn't critical for me, but I don’t want to be with 
someone who won't ever love me. 

Lacking One Vaunted Emotion 


You didn’t use the P-word (psychopath) or 
the S-word (sociopath), LOVE, but both came 
to mind as I was reading your letter. Someone 
who isn’t capable of feeling? Isn’t that textbook 
P-word/S-word stuff? 

“The fear with someone who doesn’t ‘feel’ is 
that they may be a psychopath or a sociopath, 
terms that are used interchangeably,’ said Jon 
Ronson, author of The Psychopath Test: A Jour- 
ney Through the Madness Industry. “And lots of 
the items on the psychopath checklist relate to 
an inability to experience deep emotions—like 
Shallow Affect, Lack of Empathy and Lack of Re- 
morse. However, I have good news for LOVE! This 
line: “The only emotions he really feels are fear 
and anxiousness that he’ll disappoint the people 
he cares about ’ is the critical one. Psychopaths 
do not feel anxiety. In fact, my favorite thing a 
psychologist said to me about this was: ‘If you’re 
worried you may be psychopath, that means you 
aren't one.

So he can feel love—he just has to learn how to 
tap into those feelings and/or recognize them 
without an assist from MDMA. 

Jon Ronson had one last bit of advice for you, 
LOVE: “Marry him and his divine penis!” 

I agree with Jon, of course, but a long, lei- 
surely engagement is definitely in order. You've 
only been seeing this guy and his divinity dick for 
eight months—don't propose to him for at least 
another year, LOVE, and make marriage condi- 
tional upon him seeing a shrink four times as 
often as he sees his MDMA dealer.
